From Kansas.— The St. Louis Republican of 
Sunday furnishes the following intelligence: 

Tbe cars in from Jefferson City last evening 
brought a party of twelve persons, all from the Ter- 
ritory, or from towns along the frontier. Among 
them is Jud^e Elmore, of the Territorial Court, who 
is on his way to Washington. 

The Territorv, politically, was in a state of perfect 
quiet, though Lane and a few of Ids immediate fol- 
lowers of cour-e continued their accustomed bluster- 
ing. The Indians of the Shawnee Reserve had been 
subjected to renewed annoyances from the trespas- 
ses of squatters on their lauds. Oa Saturday last 
an imposition of this kind led to a riot near Frank- 
lin, which was attended with fatal results to one, if 
not two of the participants. A man naired Shuler, 
accompanied by his son-in-law, went to the claim of 
a Shawnee near that village to cut timber, and while 
proceeding to do so were met by its Indian pioDrietor. 

The latter rinding his efforts to expel them iaeffi c- 
tual, grapp'ed with Shuler, and in the course of a 
severe personal conHict, btabl>ed hiui two or three 
times. Shuler relea ed himself and tired at his an- 
tagnist with a sh« t gun, wounding him slightly in 
tin back. The son-in-law came to his assistance, 
and dispatched the Indian by shots from a revolver. 
Before the termination of the affray a number of 
persons, whites and Indians, arrived at the spot, 
most of whom banded together against the squatters, 
drove them from the neighborhood, anil burned live 
or six cabins situated in that immediate vicinity. 
They also arrested three of the party who were most 
active in the disturbance, and sent them in custody 
of a guard of citizens to Lawrence for legal projec- 
tion. 

To prevent the recurrence of similar difficulties, 
Major Arnold, agent for the Shawnees, had gone to 
lay the matter before Gov. Denver. Our informant 
thinks the Governor will take measures at once to 
protect the Indians in their rights by directing a 
civil posse or a comjianv of United States troops to 
enforce the removal of tne depredators. 

The Leavenworth City Ledger, of the 18th, says 
that it is settled that Kansas will be a free State.

Washington, Sunday, Jan. 24. 

Gen. Scott will leave for California on the oth of 
February, not to lead the army, nor organize a new 
movement immediately, but to 1* prepared for em- 
bodying the militia «f California for action in case 
the "President should declare Utah in a state of re- 
bellion, as is now contemplated. 

It is thought that this movement, and especially 
Gen. Scott's presence, will deter the Mormons, and 
be favorable to a pacification. 

The whole military force now in Kansas will move 
forward to Utah as early in the spring as possible, 
led by the advance detachment from Fort Laramie. 
It is thought here that they will be able to reach 
Salt Lake by the middle of June, in deliance of all 
obstacles. 

Mr. Hughes, late editor of the Richmoud Examin- 
er, is to assume the editorial conduct of the Wash- 
ington Union immediately. 

Advices just received by this Government from 
Mexico represent the condition of that country as 
terrible, and formal overtures have been made to 
our Government for the sale of more Mexican terri- 
tory. The price proposed is, however, considered ex- 
travagant, and will probably prevent any action oa 
the subject at present. 

Mr. Forsyth, our Ministej to Mexico, had been 
sick, which accounts for lack of advices for some 
time back. 

It is said that England will insist on an adher- 
ence to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, if compelled to 
accept the American interpretation. VERITAS.

I do not know whether the miserable weather of 
yesterday, the absence of a number of rrembtrs of 
the Legbutore, or the tpvrrt 1 •/ iudtlgiagf in which 
a namoer vt pareOM were eiign^ea, picoaoed BUCC 
contusion m there w*s in the IIou«e of Represe'ita- 
tives this morning; but whatever may have l.een 
the cause the effect was decidedly auroung to the 
clerks, provocative of anathema.-, by reporters, rest- 
lessness upon the part of some members, and a gen- 
eral disturbance in the lohides. Indeed, since the 
convening of the Le*r : s!uture, I have never « itr.ess.ed 
as much disorder and irregularity in tie order of bu- 
siness as we were anno} ed with this morning. It 
surely could not have oee:: on account of the a osence 
of Dr. White, the regular Sf>eaker, and the occu- 
pancvof the Chair by Mr. MaehoL for the latter 
gentleman is acknowledged to be one of the ablest 
men and best parliamentarians on the Democratic 
side of the Boat*. 

We have a numlier of fashionables here crowding 
our hotels and waiting on the Grand Fancy Ball of 
Wednesday evening, and a number of interested 
politicians awaiting the action cf the American Con- 
vention to 1* held in this city on the *J7th iast. The 
Americans here are alive to the importance of nomi- 
nating the strongest man. and tbe man who will 
conduct the canvass most vigorously. They are de- 
termined thai the nominee of the recent Democratic 
Convention shall uever fitnll in the office of the 
Clerk of tbe Court of Appeals if energy, industry, 
and talent can prevent it. T'aey are determined to 
show that Americanism [4 not dead and that Ken- 
tucky is not "sold to the Datch." 

The principal discussion which occupied the Sen- 
ate to-day was up^n the act to iucreare the salaries 
of public officers. The bill as amended proposed to 
tive the following officers the several salaries ?et 
opposite their names:

Judges of the Court of Appeals 2,000 

Judges of the Circuit Courts 2.000 

Auditor of 1'ublic Accounts 2,500 

Chancellor Louisville Chrmcery Court. 2,000 
Chancellor of First Judicial District. . . 2,000 

Treasurer of State 2,250 

Quite a number of speeches were made for and 
against the bill (width was introduced by Mr. Au- 
dreys, of Fleming), uutil ;inally one of "the Demo- 
cratic members gave the matter a political cast, 
when Mr. King, the Speaker, by the unanimous 
con.-eut of the Sena:e, expressed his views in oppo- 
sition to the measure. 

He stated tint he had been in favor of increasing 
the s.ilarUs of otli.ers aud had advocated i> Bl pie- 
vious sessions of the Legislature, but u the Demo- 
cratic party had invariably opposed it as a party, 
until by chance they had obtained the political su- 
premacy, and now, in the times cf a great financial 
crisis, they nisli rd to undo all their former acts upon 
the subj*ct and put in the pockets of their parizan 
fiiends amounts which they had always withheld, in 
better times, from their opponeuts, he would most 
assuredly oppose it. Mr. K. re.d the journals ol 
precediog sessions showing the votes of the members 
of the Democratic party upon precis-.dy similar pro- 
positions. He opposed the bill at great length and 
in a manner which added greatly to his already well 
established fame as a de.'>ataut and a sfate'sm an. 
The bill was negatived very pri inptly when tht final 
question came up for passage. 

The other matters transpiring in the Senate were 
of rather of an unimportant character. Bills were 
passed of the following character: A bill incorpora- 
ting the Mt. Sterling and llow.irdsonville Turnpike 
Road Company; a bill to amend the charter of the 
North Middleton, Mt. Ma. and Mt. Sterling Turn- 
pike Road Company; a bill for the l>ene8t of Wm. 
T. Walker's heirs, of Hickman eOUtff, an i a House 
bill for the benerit of' Samuel Leaf, of Oldham coun- 
ty. A bill to amend the charter of the Kentucky 
Medical Society, and one or two otiwr bills of simi- 
lar unimportance were rejected. 

In the House to-day we were occupied almost ex- 
clusively with the reports of the Chairman of the 
Committee on County Courts, which were so inter- 
niin ib'y long and numerous that a srxctator would 
have imagined that the terms of holding the quar- 
terly and county courts in every county in the State 
had been changed and regulated to suit the especial 
taste of the denizens thereof, and that every one of 
the one hundred and four county judges had !>eeu 
given a legislative privilege to do just what thev 
pleased in regard to anything transpiring in their 
several counties. 

Senator Ripley's resolutions on Federal Relation* 
came up in the special orders of the day in the 
House, but the Democracy, as was expected of 
them, feared a discussion and d'>dged one, very de- 
cidedly, by a motion to lay on the table and to cut 
off all" debate. Of course the Mating prevailed by a 
strict party vote, and the boasted "States Rights 
party" have thus recorded their votes agaimt the 
discussion of same of their (professed 1 if") most cher- 
ished principled. The great X'tt'owd Democracy are 
fast making for themselves a reputation to be scorn- 
ed and spit upon as freely as John Van Buren scorn- 
ed and spit upon the Democratic platform not so Mrj 
long since. 

Mr. C. W. White, the new member from Malison 
county who has just been elected to till out the un- 
expired term of the lamented Chenault, appeared 
to-day, was duly qualified, and took his seat. Judg- 
ing only from his personal appearance, I should sup- 
pose him to be a gentleman of a high order of intel- 
lect and a man destined to make a reputation in the 
ranks of that glorious party which is overpowered 
but not conquered. 

The great length of time consumed in the House 
to dav upon such unimportant bu-iness must account 
for the exceeding brevity of my letter

Preserving Onions in Nkw England. — Editor 
Prairie Farmer: In the Prairie Farmer, of the 3d 
inst., I notice an inquiry relative to ''Keeping On- 
ions." Some three or four years since I visited 
some of the extensive onion raisers in Danvers, 
Mass., for the purpose of getting information upon 
the cultivation of the onion. My first call was upon 
an elderly gentleman. I found him in his barn, in 
the midst of an immense pile of this, to some, deli- 
cious bulb. He and his assistants were assorting 
them; all that were injured by the onion worm were 
thrown in one pile, as of but little value: all the 
small ones were put in another place, and called 
scullions. The scullions are planted out early in the 
spring, and, after taking a second growth, are fit for 
culinary use in July; they are then called rareripes. 
All the fairest and best that were of an apple shape 
were laid aside for seed. 

By giving attention to the shape of the specimens 
reserved for seed the seedlings may be run into any 
shape desirable. You have only to select for seed 
the shape you wish to raise, and by persevering for 
two or three generations, you have the desired 
shape, whether it be fiat, round, or oblong. 

Having made all these various selections, all the 
rest of the onions were barrelled up and stowed 
away in a cool, dry cellar, to be kept as carefully 
as apples, until the arrival of the proper time to 
send them to market. 

I visited another gentleman, and found his onions 
piled up in one end of a large and very open bam. 
I asked him if he expected to move them to a warm- 
er place. His reply was that he would sell them, 
if he could, before the winter set in; but if he did 
not, they would remain there all winter. I aeked 
him particularly with regard to freezing; he said 
that when his onions froze, he let them remain until 
tbe frost left them in the spring. They are then as 
good for eating as if they had not been frozen; but 
they are not so good for seed. They are less vigor- 
ous in their growth, and the seeds tney produce are 
inferior in quality. J- C. H

Sources ok Nitk;j«;e2c Among the problems cf 

agricultural science, none certainly has nigher inte- 
rest, either practically or in a mere sc'entitic aspect, 
than the origin of the nitrogen of plants. This ele- 
ment has long been known as an important constitu- 
ent of all the active animal structures, and as ixiat- 
itig in certain parts and products of the Ve_ 
kingdom. Although it makes up a loss amount 
than either of the other principal iagrad^aau of 
plants, its relation to the living activity of the or- 
gans is such as to render a due supply of it bwli •- 
pensiilde to eiowth. While starch, ooUolvat, or the 
sub-'.mee of woody ti'ire, gum, sugar, oily BMtTt-rn, 
and many 01 her of tbe more bulky proxitua:.e ingre- 
dients of plants, are destitute of this element, it has 
been shown to exist in the cell waili and all tl. ; 
other structures which a-e active in the vital trans- 
formation proper to the organism. Indeed, vt e.-- 
ever tbe livir.g f.»rce is moat active, th-re tte pro- 
portion of nitrogen in the tissues is found to be tne 
tnsute.st, as in the pumping extremities of the root- 
lets, in the organs of the flowers, and in tbe seeds. 

It would seem that this element, so abandirt in 
animal structures, is more intimately related to the 
phenomena of life than any other of tbe ingredients 
of organized matter, aud that it his hence the pow- 
er of giving— even ba the pltnt-tissues containing it 
— a degree of nniind activity. The important part 
which it plays in the economy of living nature L- 
further shown by the fact that all the n.ore nutritive 
as well as medicinal products of vegetatioa contain 
nitrogen in marked proportions, and that it is onlv 
through the medium of plants that dir-ctly or indi- 
rectly it becom-s accumulated iu the various animal 
structures. 

Whence, then, is the nitrogen of pi uits derivei 1 ? 
This question h is naturally claimed a lar^e thara of 
attention aaaawg the chemists and physio'.o^i-ts of 
the present age, and has been made the subjtct of 
elaborate researches within the last few yeats. In 
a general and vague way, the answer may be readi- 
ly given: We kno w thtt the organic manures pres- 
ent in, or applied to the land, and certain mineral 
salts usually met with in soils, always contain 
nitrogen; and, above all, that the atmosphei e. r ■ the 
extent of four-fifths of its bulk, consists of tuis ele- 
ment. Is it not enough, then, to say that from sonu. 
or all of these sources the living plant gathers th_ 
nitrogen which it requires? Such a reply neither 
satisfies the doaaaadi of science nor the practical 
needs of agriculture. Until we kuow precisely uuder 
whit forms and conditions the nitrogen is introduced, 
and learn the valu*, quan'ttieely, of the several 
sources from which it is gathered by each tribe of 
plants, we can neither attain a true thevry of vege- 
tation nor chbo*e the best m«!ans for securing, by 
iifinures or otherwise, the product of which the soil 
is capable. 

To be satisfied that the latter statement is tr :e, 
we have only to aaflaUaf what different systems of 
tillage we would employ, according as we r-»^ i-d-d 
the mineral salts of the soils or its organic BMtariaia, 
or the atmosphere, a; the immediate source from 
which the nitrogen was to be derived. Among the 
earliest attempts to assign the nitrogen of planis to 
a special origin was the theory of Lieoig, which pro- 
fessed to trace this element almost wholly to ammo- 
nia, furnished by the atmosphere and by the organic 
matters of the soil. It is true that long before this 
the Swiss philosopher, Theodore Saussure, had called 
attention to the importance of ammonia in the econ- 
omy of vegetables, arguing from general considera- 
tion*, that plants must assimilate their uitrogen 
from vegetable and animal products, and from the 
ammouial vapors in the atmosphere. This happy 
suggestion, however, remained unimp-oved until the 
great German chemist before named presented to 
the world that remarkable array of facts and infe- 
rences recording the relations of ammonia to the 
growth of plants, which more perhaps thin any- 
other of his fruitful researches, has stimulated in- 
quiry and conduced to improved methods of tillage. 

Ammonia, it is well known, contains 14 out of 17 
parts by weight of nitrogen, the remaining 3 consist- 
ing of "hydrogen, and is therefore richly provided 
with the elements so much needed by ptaaft*. That 
they have the power to appropriate it from this source, 
both when the ammonia is applied as a gas mingled 
with the air, and when furnished by the soil in a 
state of solution to the roots, has been amply shown 
by experiments, and is now accepted s a fact by 
way of illustrating its influence on vegetable growth, 
we will here cite a few of the results of an elaborate 
in vest igation conducted some years since by M fUla, 
and reported by him to the French Academy of Sci- 
ence : In a soil composed of pure sand, cirefully 
freed from all trices of nitrogen, and placed in a 
porous vessel of like pure material, he sowed a num- 
ber of seeds, and placed the vessel under a bell 
glass in a shallow dish of distilled water to supply 
the requisite moisture to the sand — an apparatus for 
replenishing the interior with fresh air at measured 
rates. In some of his experiments he u>ed the air 
in its ordinary state 5 in others with the addition of 
more or less gaseous ammonia. After the plant had 
been sufficiently developed, it was removed and sub- 
mitted to a careful analysis. From this, as compared 
with tbe known composition of the seed employed, 
he ascertained the amount of nitrogeu gained by it 
in the process of growth. These experiments led 
M. Ville to conclude— 

1st. That one ten-thousandth part of ammonia 
increases in a remarkable "degree the activity of 
vejretation. 

2d. That the crop under these conditions contains, 
in "a given weight, much more nitrogen than is to be 
found in the same plants reared in common air. 

Clearly as these results demonstrate the capacity 
of plants to appropriate the nitrogen of ammonia, 
they bv no means authorize the inference that am- 
monia is the only or chief source from which they 
supplv themselves' with this element. Nor, as we 
shall "presently see, is such the conclusion of M. 
Ville, nor of other recent experimenters. It has

ess called nitrates are present in marked proportions 
ia araaado manures, and to a smsll and variable ex- 
tent in most soils. Of these salts, the characteristic 
ingredient h nitric acid, a substance which contains 
1 1 parta in 5 J. by weight, of nitrogen, tne remainder 
beiog composed of oxygen. It his. moreoaer, l>eea 
ascertained that this acid is formed in the atmosphere 
through an electric d combir ation, and t nat it is 
th-re absorbed and brought to the earth by the de- 
■oaadlalg rains. 

Il-re, tkea, ij icirtr.e.- jyjr:e f; >m which plaatl 
mi-bt t* suppo-ed ta draw a pirt af the nirrogen 
wnich they require. Although chemists have disa- 
greed as to the extent supplied from this quarter, 
t lere appears to t* no doubt either a- to the ability 
1 f pi -nts to assimilate the nitrogen when presented 
ia ibis form, or of the fact of their acuallv appro- 
priating it from the nitrates, lhe late Processor 
Johnston, of Durham, whose labors as an agricul- 
tural chemist ha\e l*en eminently useful, after de- 
voting much careful res*ar;h to tnis subject, main- 
tains with ureat force of evi.ier.ee and ingenuity of 
argument, that ritrk acid or the nitrates are largelv 
instrumental in supplying nitrogen to plants. Al- 
though in opposing the actempu of Liebig to secure 
for ammonia a monopot - of the officj in question, 
this philosopher was, perhaps, disposed to under- 
value the service it renders to tbe vegetable world 
ar.d to magnify the claims of his favorite nitric 
acid. Still there is ample proof in the appropriation 
of nitric acid from the an- and from manures by 
growing (Tanks, that this matariil is one of the usu- 
al and most important sources from which thev are 
supplied.

Mistake in the >Linagemext of Horses. 

The death, within a short time of one another, of 
two horses iu one neighborhood, belonging to differ- 
ent persons, has led to a good many •Traits" among 
the neighbors as to the causes to which the loss of 
these animals might be ascribed. In neither case 
could death have r>eeu caused by ojd age, or bv a 
broken-down state of the constitution^ B >th horses 
were young, and in very excellent health and good, 
condition, but a few days before they died. lhe 
one ajaa taken sick on the evening of the first <lav of 
a journey which it was intended to complete in six 
J'! >. aa4 which was 120 miles out, or 210 miles in 
all. Tie team was used aluiou exclusive a on 
a farm, and but little accustomed to travel orly 
roa I. The first day the horses were driven a little 
over 10 nub s, ai d fed, probably from penuriousr.e-s. 
nothing bit some little corn "in tne ear. a part 0/ 
whL-b had not matured sufficiently to be hard or 
glazed. The day !<eing a cold and l.lustry one in 
the beginning cf November, the traveling party 
took so long to trarm up at the taverns oa the way 
as lei allow the team to get cooled down, probably ti> 
their injury as well as their discomfort. Bvfo.-a 
h.!:ing for the night, tha aocsa-l were evides'ly 
very BMcfc fatigued; and aaaaaadiatoiy after putting 
up for the night, without any currying or ruM.ing 
dowa, orauy attempt in any other way to get up 
aglow upon the surfac 1 Of warm up the stomach, 
they were watered and ;<^aiu fed on corn which had 
been husked but a day or two. and wliich was com- 
paratively soft or immature. In the-e particulars of 
the management there « evidently a combinatii n 
of several blunders, to which was probably aided 
another, if ths horses were allowed very cold wa'-er 
on the road while yet in a inspiration, or, whit 
would be equally bad. allowtd to drink all they 
would just at starting, after tbey bad stood in the 
cold wind until their perspiration was all checked, 
and they themselves very much exnausted by chill- 
iness, want of proper and sufficient feeding at noon, 
and unusually fatiguing work. The worst blunder 
of all, perhaps, was the feeding and watering of the 
horses at ajgnr, while they were very much exhaust- 
ed, and like to eat ravenously from their long fast 
and hard work. But which ever of the blunders may 
have been the most injurious, one of tbe horses was 
found quite sick, as If from colic or something like it, 
a few hours alter l»eing put up; and after acute suf- 
fering two or three days, fr >m what appears from 
tne description to have been inrl .mmition of the 
stomach or bowels, or of both, or acute indigestion, 
it died. 

Oa thing has very much surprised me in some of 
the "talks" among the neighliors which the lea h of 
this horse gave occasion to. namely, that several of 
them have expressed themselves as if none of the 
above-named items in the management of tbe decea- 
ed animal were particularly injurious or sufficient, 
eitK - separately or all together, to account for its 
s •_ j.u ;d death Some oa»j acknowledged that 
they e a. red almost e.vucth in the same way 
a great many tunes without their horses suffering 
therefrom in the least. Now from 3Uch statements, I 
think it almost certain tbat many entertain very 
d-fective notions as to tbe injurious effects of certain 
cot unfrequent mistakes in tbe management of hors- 
es, and especially of farm horses when performing a 
j Barney of any considerable extent. 

On account of this apparent prevalence of very 
erroneous notions as to the proper modes of feeding, 
watering, and managing horses when out upon a 
journey whether one of a few miles to some neigh- 
boring village or city, or one of several days' cort- 
linuance. it has appeared to ms very likely t" prove 
of service to many owners and drivers of horses if 
y ou or some veterinary practitioner would devote a 
few hours to writing out for your columns, a state- 
ment of some of the more common mistakes in the 
general management of horses. Some of the class 
of veterinary practitioners may smile slyly at this 
proposal, and say to themselves that the man must 
be green who should expect them to point out blun- 
ders and mistakes which originate the ailments bv 
treating which they get their living. But not all of 
this class are as selfish and narrow-minded as thus 
to think or act. Some must be men of public spirit 
enough to do occasionally what a good physician 
frequently does, namely, to point out tbe causes 
which have produced sickness, eo that they may 
thereafter be avoided.— Country Gentleman. 

Fattkmxo Cattle in Winter. — Fattening cat- 

e is carried on to some extent in this section. Near- 
ly every farmer feeds some cattl9 for the markets 
besides his stock which he generally keeps; they are 
mostly bought in autumn from drovers from the 
Western Slates. It should lie done by every farmer 
to the extent that he is able to provide for them. 
Barn-yard manure is the only material with which 
we can enrich our fields, or it" is at least the cheapest 
and best ; for without it w e could not long obtain 
bread from our land. 

One that has had any experience in fattening cat- 
tle knows that to feed "them well, giving them the 
best and as much as they want, is the only way of 
making good fat beef. Feeding sho old commence as 
BBSS as the grass falls short. Tbey should be fed 
with bran and shorts mixed, by the middle of Octo- 
ber at the latest, twice a day, till the new corn is 
harvested. Then corn on the cob, cut up in small 
pieces, may be given till it gets dry enough to be 
shelled; then mix with mill feed, at the rate of two 
bushels of corn to one of mill feed, and give it to 
them evening and morning, as much as they can 
eat well — never more. A little wheat chaff is also 
of much benefit for feeding cattle. Put a little in 
the trough and then tbe other f;ed on top, with a 
little salt every time you feed them. Hay should 
be given to them— as much as tbey want to eat. 
They should be kept in the open air four or five hours 
during the day, and have plenty of water. Fresh 
lime proves to be very healthy, and can be given 
occe a week: about a table-spoonful mixed in the 
feed, and some should be kept always under their 
feet. This prevents them from getting lame, and 
keeps their hoofs sound and healthy. Bed well with 
straw, and keep them clean and neat. A curry- 
comb should be used freely oa 1" 
It will make them tamer, and tney will auc 
better and look neater.

Coffee Making. — It is a fact that most of those 
who daily make infusions of coffee are profoundly 
ignorant of the philosophy of cooking it, or rather 
of the chemical principles on which its preparation 
is based. If it is asserted by the same, that, as it 
is the manifest destiny of all men to die, this tinal 
result will as surely and inevitably < ,c ur, whether 
we drink good or bad coffee during our short life- 
time, I would reply that this beverage has enliven- 
ing and life-stistaioing ppiperties, and when taken 
in moderation is beneficial to the health of man. 
Attention ought, therefore, to be given to its prepa- 
ration, for which the following rules will prove 
useful: 

CorYee ought to >>e roasted and ground daily in 
every family MMMJ it is used; for the purc hase of It 
in a ground «tate not only facilitates adulterations 
to a great extent, but causes a lo«s of the best part 
of it, the volatile oils, which have evaporated long 
before it is bought. In almo.-t every European fam 
ily the roasting of coffee is performed in little drums; 
and great care is exercised to produce the right 
color. If too little roasted, it is light brown (as it 
is sold here); the volatile oils are not entirely form- 
ed. If too much roasted, the oils are rolatized du- 
ring the process. The roasted berries are then kept 
in glass bottles, closely corked, until the moment 
when a beverage is desired; a proper quantity is 
then ground and infused for use. 

The best apparatus for extracting the whole 
strength of the coffee consists in a peculiarly formed 
kettle, having a perforated plate on its top; the cof- 
fee is placed on this plate, boiling water is poured

Sectarian Assassinations In It-i'y. — Borne, Dec. 19 
I mentioned to y ou, in some preceding communica- 
tions, the wholesale system of assassination preva- 
lent in Ai cona, and the terror w hich had conse- 
quently fallen ujKin the inhabitants of the city and 
neighborhood, no one venturing to go about after 
dusk. The authorities have arcused themselves 
from their lethargy at last, and effected extensive 
arrests of the most notorious malefactors, twenty of 
whom were captured by night t>n tlw £«th ult. On 
the night of the 13th inst., twenty-three more ar- 
rests took place, and three mere on the 10th, inclu- 
ding a priest. The prisoners were immediately 
escorted out of town to some unknown place, to 
undergo judicial manipulation for their atrocious 
misdeeds, amounting to between seventy and eigh- 
ty murders since the aiiolhion of martini law in 
May last. As the assassins, as well as their vic- 
tims, appertaiu principally to the lower classes, the 
impression was at first that these deeds were acts of 
private vongeance, but row the murderers are gen- 
erally considered to be sectarians, leagued together 
for some purpose which will probably come to light 
in the course of the prisoners' examination.

Mr. Poik aHuiled to the fact that several Senators 
had quoted from the letter af Gnv. HTaiher, in order 
to prove that th I>comp*on delegates were elected 
by a minority ol the people if Kansas, and that 19 
out,of 34 counties had not an opportunity to send 
delegates to the C mven'ion. He read a statement 
originally pnbttshed in the Missouri Kepublicin, in 
eantradic'ion of Walker's allegation, from Henry 
Clay Paie and other members el that Conventicn. 

Mr. Stuart a»ked whether Walker had not been . 
n a situation to know the facts w hich he stated and 
whether Stanton's statements in his message to the j 
Legislature were not to be re ied upon against 
the newspaper statement' of three or four it divide- 
■la, w ho were implicated in the very thing charged. 
The assertions of prions alluded to by Stnators 
from Missouri should be taken with the same allow- 
ance on one side asfthose of Jim Lane on the other. 
Pate and Lane l>oth went to Kansas for mischief. — 
Pate's statement showed that he was actuated mo.e 
by person tl feeling against Walker than by a desire 
to enlighten the country at large. 

Mr. Wilson said that he was in KaMU in May and 
Jjlv Inat, and cotiKI afsert that Walker's and Stan- 
ton's statements were absolutely Hue in erery juit 
sense of the woid. In 15 counties no census was 
taken for no enrolment was made, partly from the 
neglect cf officials and partly, in some instances, 
because there were no officials to jierform this ser- 
vice. He then alluded to the various election frauds 
in Eaaeaa. 

Mr. Davis said he w as tired of hearing these al- 
legations of fraud. 

Mr. Wilson remarked that the«e frauds were no- 
torious and he was not surprised that Senators on 
the other side of the chamber were tired of then. 
All w ho justified or apoligised for them ought to be 
held morally accountable beforj the country for so 
doing. 

Mr. Davis asked whether the Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts meant to say that he apologised for or ex- 
cused frauds. 

Mr. Wilson replied that he did not so accuse the 
Senator. Frauds had been committed and those 
who justify or excuse them ought be held morally 
responsible. 

Mr. Davis said he complained of mere charges of 
frauds, without proof being produced to sustain 
them. If they were proven he would be among the 
last men to justify them. 

Mr. Brown remarked, that, as the Lecompton 
constitution would I* sent to the Senate by Friday, 
it would then be before them as a practical question. 
On his motion, the subject was postponed till that 
day. 

When the Senate adjourned. 

House — Tha House went into committee of the 
whole on the state of the Union and on the invalid 
pension bill. 

Mr. Gartwe'l made a speech in support of slavery, 
hesitating not to defend the institution, as being 
strictly in accordance with ritrbt, the sternest dic- 
tates of humanity, and the word of God. The time 
for an ajxdogy was past. The Southern people are 
united, and stand up before the world to defend and 
entirelv justify it. Other nations, including France 
and England, are l*ginningto see the error of their 
ways, and are ready to embark in a system of slave- 
ry more barbarous and oppressive than any hereto- 
fore known. He considered the prophecy of Ran- 
dolph rel itive to slaves being a social, moral, and 
political demoralization as falsified by time and ex- 
perience. He argued H> show that the' British eman- 
cipation scheme was a failure. 

Mr. Washburne, of Wisconsin, thought that the 
President had arrived at a lame and impotent con- 
clusion in declaring that the monetary evils in this 
country proceeded f-oin the bank su s pu*isions, while 
hard Majj was claimed for a basis to government 
transactions. 

The Secretary of the Treasury had called upon 
and obtained from Congre-s the power to issue $20,- 
000,060 cf red dog and wild cat. He reviewed the 
Secretary's report, exposing what he regarded as its 
falfccies* and saying the officer blunders en, think- 
ing something will turn up to relieve him from im- 
pending ruin. 

Mr. Granger said that the A (ministration had by 
extravagance and folly increased the expenditures 
eighteen or nineteen millions aDiiually, while the 
revenue has run down twenty or thirty. 

One part of the army is surrounded by snow and 
Mo-mons, and enother is playing second tidole to 
slavery iu Kansas, and the remain !er is lighting for 
glory and Billv Bowlegs [langhtcrh, and uow Con- 
gress was called on to raise four regiments. If he 
should vote for them his constituents would find it 
out. The Government is in Unable, and so are the 
people. The Democratic party, so called, had turned 
the screw the wrong way when they passed the 
free-trade tariff If they were wise, they would 
restore prosperity to the country by a protective 
tariff, with incidental protection. 

Mr. Bingham said the House should not recognize 
the right of the President to dictate to them in 
what manner they shall discharge their duties, not- 
w ithstanding the threats of the Southern States that 
they w ill go out of the 'Union, unless Kansas is ad- 
mitted inker the Lecompton Constitution. Ucder 
no possible state of things wr uld he give to it his 
-auction. That instrument did not emanate rom 
the people of Kansas. It is not their will. Its pro- 
visions are in direct couflict with the constitution, 
and the principles of eternal justice. 

It is a fact which could not b>. successfully denied, 
that the reason why the convention solemnly refused 
to submit the constitution for approval or rejection, 
was, that tha peon! s would have voted it down, and 
yet the President ha* the audacity, (this fact staring 
him in the face), to demand that Congress shall set 
ud that instrument as the constitution of the people 
of Kansas. That constitution was the joint product 
o*" a Federal and local usurpa'ion. But for the Fed- 
► r il intervention, deleg ites to the Lecompton con- 
vention would not have been cho-en, aud but for 
the protection of Federal bayonets they would not 
have dared to conspire against the liberties of the 
people. The rights of the people have been tram- 
pled upon, and popular sovereignty strangled. 

Congress had been asked to acquiesce iu thi* out- 
rage, for the sake of the Union, and as the Presi- 
dent says, for the peace and quiet of the whole coun- 
try. They had been told by the court journal, thst 
all is quiet in Kansas. But it is not the calm of peo- 
ple secure in th-ir rights. It is the fitful cilm 
which precedes the storm. Let the supporters of the 
Lecompton constitution look to it, that the freemen 
of Kansas are not pressed to a point w here. patience 
ceases to lie a virtue. Kansas is filled with freemen 
who know their right*; and knowing, dare main- 
tain them. Resistance to such a fraud as is attemp- 
ted to be forcad upon them would be duty, not crime 
treason. Committee rose and the

New Okleass, Jan. 25. 
The steamer Tennessee arrived from Vera Cruz 
with dates to the 21st. The country was in a com- 
plete state of anarchy. Nearly all the mail stages

Nearlv every State and town is pronouncing against 
Comonfort. The City of Mexico is in a state of 
siege. On the 11th the Tuloaga brigade which nrst 
declared for the Dictatorship, pronounced against 
Comonfort. It holds the citadel andjl.arracks of jSan 
Augustine and Same Domingo. Comonfort was re- 
fused admittance to the last named Comonfort as- 
sembled two thousand troops at the palace with ar- 
tillery, and arrested Gen. Tuloaga, whom he after- 
ward's released on parole. A portion of the Tuloaga 
brigade favor Tuloaga for the Presidency, others 
are in favor of Santa Anna.

Now take a 
few brick and divide this »mall chamber into two 
by a wall (with a small movable grating at the 
extreme bottom), running up two or more feet and 
gradually leaning 1-ack until, clasping tbe pipe, it 
terminates in a point at the corner. The whole of 
this little wall, with the exception of the grating, 
to l>e perfectly cemented, all inequalities smoothed, 
and every crack effectually stopped. Where the 
pipe tnters, this closed chamber will require extra 
care. A trowel full of cement shculd be worked in 
here until it set*, as any leak would defeat the whole 
arrangement. 

The pipe thus terminates, as it were, in a tight 
Lrick -'bulb," only open at the bottom through a 
<ine grating: and this bulb o"cupiesone corner of the 
trut^e dug below the bottom" of the cistern. It 
only remains t<# till the rest of this triangle with the 
filtering material. Place a piece of blanket over 
} I ;.r grate, then pile in l iver after layer of charcoal 
and tine clean gravel, or broken marble, taking 
■care when your space is nearly full to use an extra 
quantity of the latter, to weigh the whole down 
and prevent floatage. 

Here. I think, we have a niter somewhat on na- 
ture's own model, who feeds her little «prings from 
exhaustless beds of gravel deep down in the earth, 
viewing to our daily wants the drops which fell 
upon her )>osoin hundreds of jears ago. 

Do not be disappointed should the water come 
dark and "'hard'" for a time. A few runnings over 
will alter that, and meantime your thickens and 
stra* i-erries will relish it. The mistress will net 
be slack in beracknowledgtneatsas time pMHW, 
and tbe "maid" will have frequent cccasion to thank 
God and her master for '"this 'ere new sistum." 
And allow me to add that he has never inhaled the 
highest aroma of home w ho has not re«eived such 
thank*, or who cannot add this to his "mercies"'— 
item, one big bathing tub. full of rosy, frolicking 
children, and of pure soft water!

Keepi>-<.; Daiky Cows Thkoh.h the Winter, j 
In keeping dairy cows in cold weather, the lirst ' 
thing b to pro\ i Je proper shehtr from the frosts and ; 
storms of this inclement season. We all knon that 
it is poor economv to feed cows from stacks in the 
open field, at.d leave them expo-ed to the storm* 
aud winds <f winter. It will take nearly one-third ; 
more hay to keep up the animal heat, besides vhat 
is wasted by being trampled under foot. This 
makes quite an item in eeononn ; but, fe-.d them as 
you will, they will come out poor in the spring, aud 
consequently will not give more than thre --fourths 
as much milk as if in good condition. Bui many 
that stable their cows do not gain much in conse- 
quence of crowding them too thickly together, and 
fastening their heads tightly between upright stakes 
or boards, or by having poorly constructed racks or 
mangers, and suffering them to lie in their tilth. 

If cattle are fastened too closely together, they 
hook and tease each other, besides robbing each 
other of their food. They should have sufficient 
rvom to ttir. A «-:t* le thirty feet long will make 
nine stalls; it -!>"•. II >e twelve feet wide, including 

manger;, fl » ROM should be made of plank, 

twelve feet in -i il l at.d width. The stalls should 
be what I cill Intf-talk, dividing the mangers and 
reaching back iv> iiie mid.ile of the cows. This 
* ii'. prevent their hooking or scarring each other. 

1-ave room to milk them. Behind the cows, 
tne rloor should drop three inclies. The mangers 
■1 onM M scooped out where the cows' necks come. 
Ic hoot they should '»e boarded up tight, except a 
space eight inches wide six inches font the Hoar, 
i ir leaf should be wide enough to allow of feeding 
tabies. three feet wide, made in sections of ten or 
t*e'r - e feet, and fastened with hinges at the bottom 
■■i let down to a proper angle, for the hay to slide 
<i fwb, as the cows pall it through. When not need- 
ed. tLe tables can be tipped up and buttoned. This 
plan succeeds well. The cows pull the feed through 
as they eat it. and will not hook it about and waste 
it. Oce can put in straw and they will eat it very 
well, thinking that something very rich is beyond 
their reach. The cows should be fastened by a strap, 
rope, or chain around their necks or horns." and fas- 
tened to the monger. 

So much for stables; and the reason why I say so 
Bach a'-out them is because they are so often poorlv 
c retracted, if made at all. As for feed, I think 
that in a dairv country hay is the cheapest for prin- 
cipal food, although some roots may be raised and 
fed to advantage. If one has a large quantity of 
straw, it is good economy to feed it to cows; they 
will not eat it up clean, but what is left will make 
good litter; and tbe cows will need some grain to do 
well. After all, hay is the main thing to depend on, 
and should l>e fed in small quantities four or five 
time* a day, and then it will be eaten up clean, and 
the eows will thrive and do well, if well taken care 
of. Tbey should be kept clean, and only turned out 
)_2 cold weather long enough to drink. Towards 
spring, they should have a little meal or some bran 
•verv dav, to have them in good condition when

Sprf-apixg Manure ox the Surface.— A writer 
in the Edinburgh Journal of Agriculture, comment- 
ing on the views of Prof. Voelcker, as to the ex- 
posure of fresh manure on the surface of the ground, 
relates the following striking experiment, made by 
a scientific man, for the purpose of testing express- 
ly the several methods of using manure: 

There being a difference of opinion among scien- 
tific men regarding the advantage of spreading dung 
upon the surface, and leaving it exposed some time 
before covering it in, Prof. Legnitz, of Eldena. had 
recourse to experiment for the solving of the ques- 
tion. For this purpose he selected 2>£ roods, which 
he divided into four equal parts. To No. 1 no man- 
we was given. No I received about two tons of 
farm-vara dung, which was spread immediately 
and covered in by means of the plow. No. 3 was 
treated in the same manner, with this difference, 
that the hoe was used instead of the plow. The 
same quantity of dung was carried to No. 4, and al- 
lowed to remain spread for three weeks on the soil 
before being covered in by the hoe. On the 10th 
of October, the four lots " subjected to experiment 
were sown with about 95 pints of rye seed each. 
The following are the total results of the crop of 
each lot, grain and straw included: 

No. 1 produced 543 lbs I No. 3 produced «18 lbs.

The writer very justly remarks, that a tingle ex- 
periment should not I* considered conclusive, but 
that it is sufficiently striking to warrant a repetition 
of it on a larger scale.— Onto Valley Farmer.
